The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art to Gulp (US Patent 6,518,476) does not disclose the claimed step wherein the 
product gas taken from the reaction zone is divided into two substreams of identical 
composition and one of the two substreams is recirculated as circulated gas to the 
dehydrogenation reaction zone. In addition, the Applicants have an unexpected 
showing wherein recirculation of gas product results in reduced carbon oxide formation 
and increased selectivity of propylene formation compared to when no gas product was 
recirculated (see pages 22-24 of the specification).
